MOLE ST. NICHOLAS, Hayti, May 30.—The following dispatch has been received. here Poti 
the correspondent of the Associated Press with the American fleet off Santiago de Cuba: 

“Off Santiago de Cuba, May, 29.—Commodore Schley and the Flying Squadron has the Span- 
ish fleet bottled up in the harbor of Santiago de Cuba. By the most clever maneuvering the Commo- 
ore allowed the Spaniards to think he had left in disgust. They took the bait and ran into the 
harbor. Commodore Schley moved down this morning, and at 6 o’clock, going close to the harbor, 
he saw the Cristobal Colon, the Maria Teresa and two torpedo boats. He believes the entire fleet is 
there. Commodore Schley has acted upon. his own information and judgment for the past six days, 
nnd believes the whole Spanish fleet is there. 

“He sat on the after triangle of the Brooklyn this morning until after the discovery of the fleet, 
and he then went to breakfast, saying: ‘I have gotithem, and they will never get home.’ The United 
States auxiliary cruiser St. Paul arrived here this morning and was sent to Mole St. Nicholas with 
Hispatches. She captured a coal ship, which was sent to Key West by Capt. Sigsbee in charge of a 
prize crew. The coal was. undoubtedly intended for ithe Spanish fleet.. It is believed there is not 
much coal at Santiago de Cuba. 

“The officers and men of the Flying Squadron are jubilant over the fact that the location of 
the Spanish fleet has finally been definitely established. The temperature here is 110 degrees in the 
shade, and in the steel turrets the heat is actually beyond the power of imagination. 

“The American ships here are the Brooklyn, Texas, Massachusetts, lowa, Marblehead and 
Vixen, an auxiliary torpedo gunboat.” 


INVASION APPEARS NEAR AT HAND. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, May 30.—The President said to a Senator yesterday that invasion of Cuba 


would begin immediately after the Spanish fleet was entrapped or destroyed. Judging from this, 
Cuba will be speedily invaded. Great excitement and activity prevailed at the State and Navy De- 
partments after Commodore Schley’s dispatch came until daylight. The great building was aglow 
with lights and the half-hundred clerks who were called from their sleep were busy. 

It is exactly 14 days since the Spanish fleet started from Curacoa. 

From the best information obtainable Admiral Sampson is still near Havana, but not at Key 
West, though a portion of his fleet may have gone to Key West with dispatches. 

The assembling of his fleet in the vicinity of Havana with vessels in sufficient numbers to 


convoy transport ships from gulf ports to Cuba is regarded as most suggestive that a general move- 


Sampson is now in a position to escort troops to Porto Rico and reduce the fortifications 


there or proceed against the forts at Havana. 

NEW YORK, May 80.—A special dispatch to the Tribune from Washington says: 

Orders have at last gone forward to Maj.-Gen. Shafter at Tampa to embark the greater portion 
of his corps, including the regulars and a few of the most efficient volunteer regiments on board the 
transports gathered at that place, and the aggressive military movement which has been so fre- 
quently predicted and as often delayed for one cause or another, will be an accomplished fact before 
the end of three weeks. The strongest units of Admiral Sampson’s reorganized squadron will 


convey the expedition and cover its landing at a point now definitely designated. 

Simultaneously the most rigid censorship of press dispatches that has so far been undertaken) 
by the Government will be put into operation at Tampa and Key West to-night and no message | 
relating to the movements of troops or ships or in‘any way speculating upon the expedition will he’ 
If this means of preventing publication of information, which would be 
exceedingly valuable to Spain, is not fully successful the censorship will be promptly extended to 


the mails. 


It can be confidently asserted that bevond the Secretary of War and the Secretary of the Navy 
the President will permit no civilian to enjoy his confidence in this matter until a landing on foreign 
territory shall have been actually accomplished, and Gen. Shafter himself will have sealed orders,

Gottfried Gressler Lives to Re- 


late an Awful-Experience. 


HEARD THE TRAIN, 
BUT COULD NOT MOVE. 


He Escaped the Wheels, and, Although 
He Loses His Arm, He Is Thank- 
ful to Be Alive—He 
Will Recover. 


Few men have had so awful an expert- 
ence as Gottfried Giessler of Reeb Station. 
He lay helpless on a railroad track as he 
heard the rumble of an approaching ex- 
press train. He saw it come flying toward 
him. He could not move. The train passed 
over him. He still lives. 

Giessler is a German, 65 years old. He 
works at the Schurmann mine on the bluffs 
and lives with his family at Reeb Station. 

Saturday he quit work at noon, went 
home and ate dinner with his family. In 
the afternoon he decided to go fishing at 
the lake at the foot of the bluffs. Taking 
a basket, torch, pole and umbrella, he 
started west on the Air Line tracke. 

He had passed Harmony Station a short 
distance when he tripped on a cross te 
and fell headlong between the tracks. He 
was partially stunned, but quickly regained 
his senses and tried to rise. He could not 
do 80, 

A terrific cramp had seized one of his legs, 
He was as one paralyzed. He could not 
even drag himself off of the track. 

He knew that the day express from 
Lainesville was almost due. Fear made 
him feel faint and still further paralyzed 
hi spowers. 

He lay still a few moments. He listened 
if perchance he might hear somebody ap- 
proaching. All was still. He lay in a 
cut and could not be seen from the roack 
road near Dy. 

Then far away he heard the hoarse 
whistle of the express. He heard it again. 
With his ear to the ground he heard and 
felt its rumble, still distant, but certainly 
approaching. 

He made another futile effort to drag 
himself from the trac He shouted for 
help, but the high banks on either side 
st da back the sound of his voice mock- 
ing 

The rumbling changed to ge oy 8 and 
rattling as the train sped nearer. He heard 
it whistle for the crossing at Harmony, 
and the next instant his straining eyes 
saw it dash ito view at the top of the grade

It is not known here what instructions have been sent to the Commo= ~ 
dore, but naval officers expect to hear within the next two days that the 
Flying Squadron has silenced the batteries at Santiago, forced a passage 
into the harbor and attacked and sunk or captured every Spanish ship in 
Cervera’s fleet.

This was not definitely known until yesterday morning, when Capt. Sigsbee of the St. Paul, who 
has been cruising off the harbor for the past week, steamed close enough to distinctly see two cruis- 
ers of the Viscaya class and two torpedo boats lying just inside the mouth of the harbor. 

It is believed that the rest of Cervera’s squadron is also there. 

The St. Paul has been watching Santiago eight days. 

Capt. Sigsbee thinks that two Spanish torpedo boats ventured out of the harbor Saturday night 
to attack the St. Paul; but, anticipating such a move, he had changed his position, and they could © 
not locate him. 

Commodore Schley took position with his entire, squadron to prevent the escape of Cervera im- 
mediately after the St. Panl returned from the mouth of the harbor.

IT WILL BE IMPOSSIBLE 
TO STARVE OUT HAVANA

Charles H. Thrall, the Post-Dispatch’s Correspondent Recently Released From 
Cuban Prison, Found That the Capital City Had Ample / 


Supplies for Months. ) 
sb ciiociautg 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., May 30.—Charles H. Thrall, Havana correspondent of the Post-Dispatch, and Haydon Jones, 
a Post-Dispatch artist, who were recently released from a Havana prison, being the first Americans exchanged as prisoners of 
war, passed through here last night. 

Mr. Thrall said there was in Havana a much greater food supply in stock than any one thought, and as the staple articles 
of food have been set by proclamation at almost the same price they were before the blockade was declared, the prices are not 
high. 

“There is fresh meat enough to last for some time yet,” hg said, “and the supply of rice, flour, beans and codfish will last 
for weeks. An abundant supply of fresh fish is furnished every day from Batabano, on the south side of the island. - There is 
still a large stock of tinned meats and fruits. 

“In another six weeks they will be able to harvest sweet potatoes and corn from large tracts of land which they have put 
under cultivation west and southwest of the city. In all the small towns they are planting vegetables of all kinds in a syste- 
matic way, under municipal supervision. 

“It will be impossible to starve Havana into submission, as the fertility of the soil will produce crops so quickly and abun- 
‘dantly. A proclamation has probably been already published to the effect that any ship bringing a cargo into any of the 
blockaded ports will be exempt from paying duty on the goods, and will also be e::empt from paying any harbor or port 
charges whatsoever. With such an incentive as this it will be a wonder if some vessels do not break through the blockade. 

“The best of order prevails throughout the city, as was proved last week when in two days not an arrest was made. The 
government has large forces of men at work on the earthworks and the batteries. The soldiers, although dirty and ragged, 
seem to be contented, and they have full conufidence that they can whip the Yankees if troops are landed. But, judging 
from experience, they will have to make a great improvement in their shooting to even put up a good fight. 

“The hills and ridges lying to the southwest of the city along the railways have all been intrenched an dfortified with- 
in the last week. The highways leading from Havana to Guanajay, which is a good macademized road with few grades, is be- 
ing put in thorough repair so they can quickly transport artillery in case a landing of troops is attempted to the westward. 

The death rate in Havana itself is very light at the present time, but in some of the smaller towns many are dying from 
smallpox. If you can judge anything from the death rate published daily, there is very little yellow fever in Havana. 

“The government distributes 3200 rations every day tothe poor and to the reconcentrados. The gas and electric light 
companies are all running and lighting the arsenal lights, but their supply of coal and crude oil is not large. The branch of 
the Standard Oil Company, which has its refinery on the east side of the harbor, at Belot, is stillin operation, and a great 
many of the small factories throughout the city are now using wood instead of coal. 

“The places of amusement that were closed when the blockade was declared, are now opened. 

“When the news of the arrival of five ships of the Spanish fleet was published there was great rejoicing in Havana and al] 
cities. The event was celebrated by dances and banquets, and telegrams of congratulations poured in to Gen. Blanco from all 
sides. 

“The feeling among all the officers of the army is very strong against Gen. Lee, as they consider him to blame for the war 
with the United States. There is undoubtedly great suffering among the poor people and reconcentrados all over the island, 
but I do not think they are worse off now than they were when the people of the United States first began to give them aid, 
i “In regard to the health of the Spanish troops, there is less sickness now than at any time since the war.” 

No news about Dewey’s victory was published, and the Spanish on the island still regard it as a victory for themselves. 
The authorities tried to keep the facts about the bontbardment of Cardenas from being made public, but the truth leaked out. 

It was this fact, so the officers told Thrall and Jones, that enraged the mob in Havana against them. 


CAPTURE PREFERRED TO DESTRUCTION OF CERVERA. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, May 30.—It is reported that the Navy Department again entertains hope of 

capturing the Spanish fleet, and the desire to do this has almost become a determination to seize the 
ships rather than to force an engagement which would mean their destruction. 

This is one of the reasons why the authorities are, it is alleged, decidedly against ordering 
Commodore Schley to force an entrance to the harbor at this time. Another reason is the fact that 
Schley would be at the same disadvantage in seeking to enter the harbor that Cervera would be in 
endeavoring to leave. 7 

Secretary Long and the Naval Board need very little more evidence to convince them that 
the naval situation is absolutely in their control. 

The project of sending troops to Santiago to operate in conjunction with the navy is under 
ronsideration. The occupation of that province by military forces would render Cervera absolutely 
helpless. The Americans would be able to unite with the insurgents and establish a base of military 
operations Thus the purpose of landing troops there is two-fold.

RESCUING PUBLIC PLUNDERERS. 

The ob: -to street improvements in the present charter is 
the provision limiting special taxes for this purpose to 25 per 
cent of the value of the assessed property. If the improve- 
ments cost more than this 25 per cent the remainder must be 
lien on the property payable in installments. 

But the general fund has been in a state of exhaustion for 
years'and hence street improvements have lagged. To get 
rid of this obstacle the charter amendments provide that all 
the cost of improvements shall be levied upon property in the 
benefit district fixed by the Board of Public Improvements. 
To make the burden easier the special taxes will be-a 
lien on the property payable in instalmnts. 

In the end, however, the property owners must pay the bills. 
The installment plan merely gilds the pill. It is a question 
whether or not the general fund might not bear some of the 
burden of public improvements, and there is hardly room 
for question that if the city government had been economically 
and wisely administered there would have been ample funds 
in the city treasury to defray the city’s part of the cost of 
improvements, - 

After all, therefore, the stoppage of improvements is due to 
extravagance in public expenditures and the reckless granting 
of public franchises. So much has been taken for spoils that 
nothing has been left for necessaries. 

Under the proposed charter amendments all of the general 
funds will be available for spoils, and all of the citizens’ prop- 
erty liable to taxation for improvements. 

Citizens must consider whether or not they want 
the rescue of public plunderers by subjecting their property to 
unlimited taxation.

NEW BATTLESHIPS, : 


NEW YORK, May 30.—The Nevy De- 
partment will call upon shipbuilders to- 
day to prepare to build the three battle- 
ships authorized by the present session of. 
Congress, with a limit of cost, excluding 
armor, and armament, of $3,000,000 each, 
says a Washington correspondent of the 
Tribune. Heretofore the limit of cost was 
somewhat larger, asa it included armor, the 
navy always building its own guns. Pro- 
posals will be invited under two classes, 
the first on the departmental plans and 
specifications and the second upon designs 
to be furnished by the bidders, which must, 
however, fully cover certain limMations 
laid down by the Board of Construction. 

This board, after continuous sgesalons for 


shall be almost identical with ithe Ilitnols, 
the Wisconsin and the Alabama, how build- 
ing at Newport News, San Francisco and 
Philadelphia respectively, and in all prob- 
ability the new vessels will be be@ilit at those 
places, the Cramps, the Scotts and the New- 
port News companies possessing the pat- 
terns which will enable them to do the 
work more expeditiously and at less ex- 
pense than other establishments. The cir- 
cular which will be issued to-day provides 
for vessels of 11,500 tons displacement, with 
a coal capacity of 120 tons on a mean 
draught of 2 feet, a length of 868 feet and 
72 feet beam. The hull will be of steel, with 
double bottoms, and close water-tight sube 
divisions, with ample free board and berthe 
ing accommodations on decks above water, 
There will be no satis, but two military 
masts, with fighting tops.

ONE BOY KILLS ANOTHER 


Murderer Is Captured by a Crowd in 
Chicago’s Streets.

CHICAGO, May 30.—Albert Wall, 17 years 
old, was deliberately killed by Thomas H. 
Dean, another ‘boy, last night, in front of 
the Phenix Hotel. 

After a short chase by a crowd Dean was 
arrested and locked up. The prisoner re- 
fused to’talk. In the afternoon Thomas 
Dean, in company with his brother, Wil- 
liam, were on their way to a meeting and 
while passing the Phenix Hotel had words 
with a crowd of boys who were Standing 
there.

William Dean took his brother home: and 
there changed their clothes. In the even- 
ing they went to the theater. While walk- 
ing homeward they sought the boy who 
asaulted them. Thomas took the lead and 
passed in front of the Phenix Hotel. 

Several boys were Standing there and 
among them was Albert Wall. Nothing was 
said as the brothers passed. Thomas Dean 
stopped a few feet away from the crowd 
and singling out Wall asked him to step 
aside for a moment's conversation.

to wade through chocolate colored water Up 
to their evebrows to effect a landing. : 
Even after the rain stopped falling the 
stream did not stop rising. For half an hour 
it continued to climb and spread. It covered 
all the bridges except the St. Clair and 
the North [Illinois street. It surrounded 
and half submerged the tile works, the Day 
brick works and the pump and skcin works, 
The damage to the latter was very great, 
especially as the works were very busy. 
The Fair Grounds was converted into a 
vast lake. All of the houses in the flat 
part of town were surrounded by the water 
and everything onthe first floors ruined.

RICHARD LEE’S HEROISM SAVES 
AN EAST SIDE CHILD 
FROM DEATH. 


UNUSUAL ACT OF COURAGE. 


“Lee Threw Himself on a Fender and 
Pushed the Girl Along the Rails 
in Front of the Car. 


A typical village blacksmith is Richard 
Lee, Assistant Supervisor of Bast St. Louis. 
He is strong and brave, simple-hearted, 
modest and a real hero. 

Richard Lee performed an act of heroism 
Sunday as great as that of any in latter- 
day history, for he offered his life to save 
that of another. That he ‘won both is due 
to his stout arms, cool head and calm cour- 
age, 

Sunday morning Lee was standing with 
a crowd on the East Side listening with 
otherg to the demonstrations of a Salvation 
Army drum corps. 

The little daughter of W. O. Thomas was 
on the fringe of the throng bordering the 
eleotric railway tracks. The child had lis- 
tened and watched intently until in her 
eagerness she determined to get nearer the 
music by crossing the double line of rail- 
way. Moving close to the radls she let 
north-bound car go by and then darted for- 
ward just as a south-bound car appeared. 

The child was caught by the fender of 
the south-bound car, but to the horror of 
the crowd her body bounded off .to the 
rails, 

If Richard Lee had hesitated a moment 
little Miss Thomas would have been 
crushed to death. But Richard Lee was 
not of the stuff that hesitates when a 
duty is to be performed, however per.lous., 
He threw himeelf forward and fell face 
downward on the fender. Throwing out his 
right arm forward he caught the child's 
arm and pushed her in front of the car 
along the smooth rails. It took fron muscle 
and a grip of steel and a lion's heart to 
succeed in such an undertaking as that 
but Richard Lee succeeded because he hac 
ail of those attributea.

Mob’s Summary Vengeance 
on Suspected Negroes. 


MURDER OF A YOUNG 
WOMAN THE CAUSE. 


JAIL DOOR BROKEN DOWN AND 
THE SHERIFF OVER- 
POWERED. 


BODIES LEFT IN AIR, 
RIDDLED WITH BULLETS. 


Men Insisted on Their Innocence to the 
Last Moment, but the Lynchers 
Could Not Be Quieted Long 
Enough for Them to Pray. 


CHARLOTTS, N. C., May 30.—Miss Em- 
ma Hartsell, daughter of Mr. Samuel Hart- 
sell, who lives four miles from Concord, 
was found dead in her father’s home yes- 
terday afternoon. She had been outraged 
and her throat was cut from ear to ear. 
The young woman was of a respectable 
family and the news spread rapidly. 

In a short time large bodies of both town 
and country people had gathered and in 
an hour or two two suspects, Joe Kiser, 
aged 2%, and Tom Johnson, aged 2, both 


colored, were arrested. The Sheriff man- 
aged to get them safely to jail 

The prisoners were placed in the cage, 
the stronghold of the jail, and the Sheriff 
and other officers stood guard at the foot 
of the stairs. They did all they could to 
prevent the jail from being forced, but as 
they looked out upon a sea of determined, 
angry faces they realized that nothing but 
the blood of the guilty would satisfy them. 

It was 9:50 last night when the mob broke 
down the jail door. The Sheriff and depu- 
ties were overpowered, and the crowd 
rushed up the stairs toward the cell of the 
doomed men. ‘Mhe lock ~.was broken, the 
door opened and the prigoners hauled forth. 
By the uncertain light of a lantern the 
mob carried its victims out. The Sheriff 
saw that resistance was useless, and he 
made no effort to frustrate the work of 
vengeance. The men were taken to a point 
three miles out of town. They were remark- 
ably cool. 

They protested their innocence all the 
way. Rev. Mr. Alexander, pastor of the 
Presbyterian Church, walked by their side, 
talking to them, and trying to minister to 
them spiritually. When the place selected 
for the lynching was reached a halt was 
made. Mr. Alexander tried to silence the 
crowd, so he could pray for the doomed 
men. The crowd could not be quieted, go 
he prayed while the crowd continued its 
excited talk. The men were asked if they 
had any parting words to speak. 

They said they were not guilty, and that 
was all. 

A tree was found on which were two 
limbs, about three feet apart. Over these 
the ropes were thrown. The men were 
mounted on two boxes about two feet high. 
The noose was ‘adjusted about each man’s 
neck, ‘the box: removed and the bodies 
a ye 

ew minutes after the drop shots were 
fired at the bodies, riddling them with bul- 
lets. The doctors who were present pro- 
nounced the men dead in 13 minutes. Their 
bodies were left hanging. They will be 
removed some time to-day.
